STREET IMPROVEMENTS 
Most of our macadam streets are 
in a deplorable condition, some being 
impassable. 
These streets should be 
either repaved or repaired and same 
charged 
to 
the 
abutting property. 
Some of our cement streets are badly 
cracked and lf not properly attended 
to at this time will also have to be 
repaved in due course of time. These 
cracks should be thoroughly cleaned 
out and then filled with some tar 
composition. 
Our streets should be 
cleaned more often. 


P f RCHASING DEPARTMENT 
The m atter of purchases should be 
given utmost attention. 
Permit me 
to suggest th at you have your city 
flerk assume full charge of this de­ 
partment 
as 
to 
obtaining lowest 
prices from various bidders and then 
submit his findings to your proper 
committee before final action is ta k ­ 
en. 
A sanitary police is badly needed 
at once. 
He should also be given a u ­ 
thority to collect dog licenses and a t­ 
tend to traffic regulations. 
Since the Introduction of gas In 
our city, a system of garbage collec­ 
tion is absolutely necessary; also the 
inspection of milk and cream, dairies, 
meat and bakery shops is much need­ 
ed. 
It would be well for you to send 
your proper committee to St. Cloud 
to investigate their method of deal­ 
ing with these problems. 
St. Cloud 
has a salaried garbage collector who 
is paid a monthly salary according 
to the number of collections, a cer­ 
tain price being paid for each. The 
Board of Health charge each appli­ 
cant for garbage collection $2 50 per 
year and $1.50 for six months. 
A 
balance Is left over the amount paid 
out so th a t the health department Is 
made a self-sustaining body in that 
city. 
Also closets and cesspools very 
near sewers should be compelled by
